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FELLOWSHIP 


THERE  is  a  phrase  in  the  Apostle's  Creed  which  declares,  "I  believe  in 
the  Communion  of  Saints."  It  is  an  attempt  on  the  part  of  those  who 
make  creeds  to  crystallize  into  words  an  expression  of  that  strange  but  per 
fectly  understood  fellowship  which  exists  between  all  who  are  bound  together 
by  the  power  of  Christ.  Whether  we  are  accustomed  to  use  creeds  as  an 
outward  and  verbal  expression  of  our  religious  beliefs  or  not,  this  truly  Cystic 
statement  will  yet  be  perfectly  understood  by  us  all.  Using  the  word  "saint" 
in  its  true  New  Testament  sense  before  it  became  tinged  with  the  colours  of 
a  stained  glass  window,  this  communion  or  fellowship  is  a  well  understood 
society.  It  binds  together  those  who— however  different  their  outward  expres 
sion  of  religion  may  be,  are  yet  one  in  Christ.  Surely  the  Bible  Society  when 
rightly  understood  approaches  most  nearly,  among  all  man-made  organizations, 
a  visible  expression  of  this  strange  fellowship— a  great  "Fellowship  in  the 
Gospel." 

The  report  of  the  work  of  the  Upper  Canada  Bible  Society  for  the 
year  1936  is  a  story  of  that  part  of  this  great  fellowship  which  is  bound 
together  by  the  organization  of  this  Auxiliary.  It  embraces  over  five  hundred 
branches  each  with  an  Executive  Committee  consisting  of  its  President, 
Secretary  and  Treasurer  together  with  the  ministers  of  the  community,  and 
usually  in  addition  a  lay  representative  from  each  Christian  communion. 
There  are  in  these  branches  some  1,200  executive  officers,  2,000  ministers  and 
a  host  of  collectors  numbering  certainly  not  less  than  2,500,  and  possibly 
nearer  double  that  number.  These  local  committees  must  keep  alive  in  their 
respective  communities  an  interest  in  the  work  of  the  spread  of  the  Scriptures, 
and  a  confidence  in  the  Bible  Society's  organization  which  will  attract  support 
not  only  in  contributions,  but  also  through  bequests  and  donations  bearing  life 
interest.  For  a  branch  committee  to  become  ineffective,  or  for  it  to  lose  the 
confidence  of  its  constituency  immensely  weakens  the  hold  of  the  Bible  Society 
in  that  community,  and  would  soon  be  reflected  in  a  decrease  in  all  forms  of 
income.  It  is  to  these  organizations  that  we  are  indebted  for  whatever  success 
attends  our  work.  That  the  records  for  1936  show  an  increase  in  our  income 
is  only  another  testimony  to  the  loyalty  and  faithfulness  of  this  fellowship. 

In  the  death  of  His  Majesty  King  George  V  on  January  20th,  1936,  the 
Bible  Society  lost  a  warm  and  often-declared  friend  of  its  work.  The  example 
of  His  Majesty  in  his  daily  reading  of  the  Scriptures,  and  his  messages  of 
encouragement  to  the  Society— the  last  on  the  occasion  of  his  Silver  Jubilee- 
have  been  of  immense  help  towards  the  great  ideal  for  which  the  Bible  Society 
exists.  To  his  successor  in  his  high  office,  Edward  VIII,  the  Society  sent  an 
assurance  of  its  loyalty  and  prayer.  For  our  present  Sovereign  King  George  VI 
we  would  invoke  God's  guidance,  strength  and  blessing.  No  single  factor 
in  our  national  life  will  contribute  more  toward  a  guarantee  of  true  wisdom 
and  steadiness  in  the  stress  of  anxious  days  than  an  intimate  and  vital  knowl 
edge  of  the  Book  of  books. 

Three  significant  facts  emerge  from  the  history  of  the  year  past.  The 
first  is  an  increase  in  the  total  contributions  from  friends  within  the  Auxiliary. 
The  increase  itself  is  small,  but  it  is  the  third  in  succession  since  the 
Auxiliary  reached  the  low  point  in  its  income  in  1933.  The  three  increases 
in  the  three  succeeding  years  would  seem  now  to  show  a  definite  upward  trend. 
The  true  significance  of  this  will  only  be  realized  when  we  remember  that  some 
of  the  larger  Christian  communions  still  face  a  declining  missionary  income, 
and  that  in  many  communities  local  church  finances  are  still  in  a  difficult  and 
sometimes  a  precarious  condition.  Under  such  conditions  an  increase  in  con 
tributions  to  the  Bible  Society  is  a  striking  testimony  to  the  deep  regard  in 
which  it  is  held  by  the  people  of  this  province. 

The  last  report  of  the  Parent  Society  in  London  points  out  with  sorrow, 
and  with  much  anxiety  the  problem  which  it  faces  in  the  continued  downward 
trend  of  income  received  through  its  Home  Auxiliaries.  If  our  increases 
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here  during  the  three  past  years  are  a  sign  that  for  us  the  tide  has  turned 
we  may  well  thank  God  and  take  courage,  remembering,  however,  that  the 
vision  and  faith  which  inspires  sacrifice  and  service  comes  from  the  great  world 
wide  work  of  the  Society,  and  we  owe  to  the  Parent  organization  the  stimulus 
which  alone  makes  success  possible. 

An  interesting  feature,  and  one  of  importance,  is  found  in  the  number  of 
small  branches  which  increased  their  givings.  There  were  228  such  increases 
ranging  in  amount  from  a  few  dollars  upwards.  Many  represent  devotion, 
sacrifice  and  faithful  effort,  and  often  among  the  smallest  are  those  most 
deserving  of  praise. 

"God  has  laid  it  upon  my  heart  to  sell  a  gold  chain,"  writes  one  sub 
scriber.  "I  am  glad,  for  I  feel  though  it  is  the  last  of  my  treasures,  the  money 
is  needed  more  to  carry  on  His  work  than  wearing  the  chain.  I  am  glad  to 
have  this  pleasure  and  honour  in  sending  this  amount  ($5.00)  and  wish  I  could 
do  more,  but  He  understands,  doesn't  He?"  Such  a  message  tells  its  own  story. 

The  second  significant  fact  is  the  development  in  the  spirit  of  prayer  on 
behalf  of  the  Bible  Society.  This  began  with  an  appeal  from  the  President 
three  years  ago,  and  since  has  grown  in  its  momentum  until  the  Society  now 
has  a  faithful  band  of  praying  helpers.  It  is  significant  that  the  upward 
trend  in  our  contributions  began  the  year  this  movement  for  prayer  was 
initiated.  The  answers  to  the  appeal  for  prayer  recently  sent  from  the  Bible 
House  to  all  members  are  most  revealing. 

"It  is  with  deep  thankfulness  that  I  sign  the  promise  to  pray  daily,"  writes 
a  friend.  "I  have  been  praying  for  it  for  many  years.  The  Society  offers 
unique  scope  for  prayer.  I  greatly  rejoice  in  the  action  of  the  Directors.  It 
is  of  untold  value  because  of  the  wonderful  ramifications  of  the  Society,  and 
the  infinite  power  of  the  Word." 

"Though  one  hasn't  the  means  to  give  what  one  would  like,"  writes  an 
other,  "one  can  always  call  upon  God  Who  can  find  a  way  to  the  hearts  of 
those  who  have  means." 

It  is  the  devotion  and  service  of  such  as  these  which  keep  the  flame  of 
Bible  Society  interest  burning  brightly  in  many  a  community.  We  are  indebted 
to  these  friends  for  both  their  intercessions  and  their  example. 

The  third  feature  has  to  do  with  the  world-wide  outlook,  and  has  probably 
had  more  influence  within  our  Auxiliary  than  would  be  apparent.  It  is  the 
dual  picture  of  a  rising  tide  of  circulation  of  Scripture  and  a  deficit  in  the 
Society's  funds.  It  is  probable  that  these  features  are  not  two,  but  one,  for  the 
latter  is  due  in  large  measure  to  the  former. 

The  flowing  tide  of  the  Scripture  through  years  of  depression  and  great 
anxiety,  not  to  mention  want  and  destitution  in  many  parts  of  the  world,  is 
but  another  testimony  to  the  fact  that  men  still  turn  in  the  cloudy  and  dark 
day  to  the  story  of  the  Eternal  Christ  the  light  and  life  of  men.  That  these 
two  features  have  stimulated  the  work  within  our  own  Auxiliary  is  beyond 
doubt.  To  those  who  have  prayed  for  open  doors  the  opportunities  which  now 
confront  the  Bible  Society  are  an  abundant  answer.  In  spite  of  difficulties 
in  Russia  and  from  Communists  in  other  countries  the  opportunities  for  the 
Bible  Society's  work  are  still  far  beyond  the  Society's  resources.  "Man's 
response,"  said  Mr.  Wilkinson  at  the  annual  meeting  in  London,  "is  inadequate 
to  God's  call."  Within  our  own  Auxiliary  also  the  tide  of  circulation  is 
rising,  and  a  detailed  report  of  our  colportage  work  will  be  found  in  this  report. 

The  work  of  the  Secretaries  is  cheered  by  many  an  evidence  of  true 
devotion  and  joyful  service  in  a  great  cause,  and  by  much  personal  kindness 
throughout  the  Auxiliary.  Back  of  all  statistics,  and  behind  each  branch 
organization  are  persons,  and  it  is  the  purpose  of  this  report  to  try  to  make 
these  persons  real,  and  to  increase  in  all  our  hearts  a  sense  of  both  the 
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greatness  and  the  strength  of  the  communion  and  fellowship  in  which  we  and 
they  join.  Perhaps  no  greater  task  confronts  us  than  that  of  binding  together 
this  great  "Fellowship  in  the  Gospel."  We  would  record  our  grateful 
thanks  to  all,  both  in  this  City  and  throughout  the  Auxiliary,  who  have  ren 
dered  that  assistance  without  which  this  work  could  not  go  on,  and  would  ask 
that  we  may  all  intercede  with  God  for  a  new  vision  of  the  power  and  blessing 
of  a  great  "Communion  of  Saints"— a  world-wide  fellowship  which  the  love 
of  Christ  constrains,  and  whose  single  purpose  is  to  give  to  a  spiritually  hungry 
world  the  story  of  Christ,  the  bread  of  life. 

The  Parent  Society 

The  British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society  reports  a  world-wide  circulation  of 
Scripture  for  the  past  year  totalling  11,686,131  volumes,  and  representing  an 
increase  over  the  previous  year  of  715,522  copies.  The  rising  tide  in  the 
distribution  of  Scripture  began  in  1932  and  has  continued  ever  since.  A  serious 
feature  of  the  situation  which  the  Parent  Society  faces  is  found  in  the  deficit 
of  $107,000  with  which  it  closed  its  books.  That  this  was  due  in  large  measure 
to  the  insistent  and  increased  demand  for  Scripture  will  be  an  encouragement, 
but  does  not  relieve  the  seriousness  of  the  situation  except  as  it  becomes  a 
stimulation  to  greater  financial  support. 

Within  the  British  Empire  notable  increases  in  circulation  took  place  in 
Australia,  New  Zealand,  the  West  Indies,  India,  Ceylon  and  Malaya.  The 
circulation  increased  in  Europe  by  172,000  copies  (including  an  increase  of 
83,000  in  Spain).  Asia  increased  by  193,000  and  reached  the  amazing  total  of 
7,240,000.  South  America  also  shows  a  small  increase  with  a  total  circula 
tion  of  508,000  copies. 

Thirteen  new  languages,  eleven  of  them  for  Africa  were  added  to  the  list 
which  now  totals  seven  hundred  and  five.  Colporteurs  and  Bible  Women 
numbering  nearly  one  thousand  carry  the  Book  literally  to  the  ends  of  the 
earth.  That  the  opportunities  of  service  have  now  outstripped  the  Society's 
resources  constitutes  a  challenge  to  all  lovers  of  the  Scriptures. 

In  Canada 

In  Canada  the  circulation  of  Scriptures  reached  a  total  of  295,000  copies 
which  is  2,000  below  the  total  for  the  previous  year.  Twenty-five  colporteurs 
were  employed  and  forty-eight  colporteurs  in  foreign  countries  were  supported 
by  friends  of  the  Bible  Society  in  Canada. 

Our  Own  Auxiliary 

In  the  tabulated  pages  of  this  report  will  be  found  the  record  of  the  work 
within  our  own  Auxiliary,  the  Upper  Canada  Bible  Society.  The  Agency 
Department  which  is  responsible  for  keeping  effective  the  contact  with  our  sup 
porters  reports  another  small  increase  in  contributions— the  third  in  succession. 
Except  in  the  City  of  Toronto  where  the  Society's  contact  is  direct  with  the 
Christian  congregations  themselves,  this  department  operates  through  local 
Bible  Society  branches.  Through  the  efforts  of  this  organization  we  received 
in  contributions  last  year  the  sum  of  $40,548,  but  the  service  rendered  is 
not  to  be  measured  in  contributions  only,  for  each  church  commending  the 
Society  and  each  branch  is  a  living  testimony  to  the  power  of  the  Word  of  God. 

The  churches  in  the  City  of  Toronto  held  the  usual  Bible  Sundays,  and 
the  contributions  from  friends  in  Toronto  are  considerably  above  those  of 
last  year.  A  group  of  some  fifty  churches  observed  a  Sunday  in  December 
and  about  three  times  that  number,  two  Sundays  in  March.  Co-operation 
and  assistance  from  the  ministers  within  the  City  is  available  in  increasing 
measure. 
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The  Women's  Auxiliary  has  again  rendered  valuable  assistance  both  by 
helping  to  make  the  Society's  work  more  widely  known,  and  by  an  increased 
financial  contribution.  The  thanks  of  the  Society  are  due  to  its  president, 
officers  and  members. 

A  circulation  of  125,543  volumes  is  an  increase  of  3,802  over  1935.  The 
Scriptures  were  circulated  in  fifty  languages  and  requests  for  portions  in 
Turkish,  Maltese,  Hausa,  Hindi,  Arabic,  Syriac  and  Persian,  to  mention  only 
a  few  of  those  asked  for,  show  how  wide  is  the  language  demand  in  this 
Province.  One  hundred  and  eighty-one  volumes  were  issued  in  raised  type  for 
the  blind. 

In  many  of  its  branch  organizations  the  Society  enjoys  a  tradition  of  faith 
ful  service  which  is  an  invaluable  asset.  The  record  of  the  work  in  these 
communities  is  carefully  watched  by  its  branch  officers  and  every  effort  made 
to  keep  its  organization  effective. 

Two  important  branches  held,  during  the  year,  centennial  celebrations,  and 
appropriate  services  were  arranged  in  Guelph  in  January,  and  Brantford  in 
June.  Both  represent  strong  and  successful  Bible  Society  branches. 

The  activities  of  our  Colportage  Work  have  this  year  been  materially  cur 
tailed,  with  the  desire  to  conserve  the  funds  of  the  Society  in  assisting  the 
world-wide  work  of  the  British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society.  We  have,  however, 
continued  our  general  policy  of  intensively  canvassing  and  circulating  the 
Scriptures  in  Northern  Ontario,  particularly  during  the  summer  months.  Three 
of  our  four  regular  colporteurs  were  withdrawn  from  their  southern  territories 
and  with  their  vans  penetrated  the  vast  Northern  Ontario  mining  and  farming 
country. 

We  quote  below  a  few  incidents  related  by  these  intrepid  servants  of  God 
who  hold  a  foremost  place  in  the  glorious  work  of  circulating  the  Scriptures. 
These  testimonies  tell  of  homes  brightened,  shacks  and  camps  illuminated  and 
lives  changed  and  reconsecrated  by  the  rays  of  the  Living  Word  of  God, 
brought  into  their  midst  by  the  Bible  Man  and  his  van. 

"On  speaking  to  some  people  of  the  aim  of  the  Bible  Society  to  reach 
especially  those  who  are  isolated,  with  the  Word  of  God,  I  was  told  of  a 
little  group  of  settlers  who  lived  in  a  place  ten  miles  from  the  nearest  railroad 
station  or  a  store.  Thinking  of  our  little  motto,  "If  a  man  lives  there  he  needs 
God's  Word,"  I  started  off.  I  can't  describe  the  country,  it  was  covered  with 
dense  trees  and  bushes,  alive  with  black  flies,  etc.  Several  times  we  almost 
decided  to  give  up,  but  after  travelling  the  ten  miles  we  reached  a  clearing 
where  was  a  rude  shack,  and  here  we  fortunately  met  a  few  families  gathered 
in  the  one  home.  We  opened  our  Bible,  read  and  prayed,  we  all  sang  a  hymn, 
and  displayed  our  Bibles  and  Testaments,  sold  around  $4.00  worth  and  had  the 
joy  of  bringing  cheer  to  a  few  very  isolated  people.  There  are  hundreds  like 
these  up  in  this  primitive  country. 

The  man  in  whose  home  above  occurred  had  recently  had  his  shack 
destroyed  by  a  bush  fire  and  they  are  very  poor  having  lost  all  but  one  horse. 
They  presented  me  with  tea,  no  milk  or  sugar,  bread  no  butter,  they  have  none 
and  no  means  of  getting  any.  What  a  privilege  to  visit  and  try  to  encourage 
such  needy  ones." 

"Searching  for  a  man  living  near  I  noticed  a  colony  of  rude 

shacks  down  in  a  valley,  on  going  down  to  see  if  anyone  was  there  I  found 
to  my  surprise  a  little  village  of  Italians.  Hurrying  back  to  my  van  I  loaded 
up  with  Italian  Scriptures.  We  were  able  to  dispose  of  a  nice  number  of  copies. 
I  have  met  a  man  who  said  he  has  been  praying  for  a  year  for  a  suitable 
Bible,  he  has  no  money,  but  the  people  I  have  stayed  and  boarded  with  bought 
it  with  cash  and  he  is  giving  them  a  season's  milk  in  return.  It  is  a  great  thrill 
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to  be  able  to  place  the  Word  of  God  in  the  hands  of  one  so  anxious  to 
obtain  it." 

"One  night  I  gave  a  young  man  a  ride  for  several  miles  and  I  had  th* 
privilege  of  speaking  to  him  regarding  his  personal  relationship  to  Jesus  Christ. 
He  was  interested  and  appeared  to  be  touched  by  our  talk. 

I  met  a  crippled  man  who  was  without  a  Bible  and  had  no  money  to  buy 
one.  I  gave  him  a  clear  type  New  Testament  which  he  promised  to  read.  I 
was  also  able  to  speak  a  word  of  comfort  and  encouragement  to  him,  pointing 
him  to  the  One  Who  could  meet  all  of  his  needs." 

"An  elderly  woman,  mother  of  seventeen  children,  several  of  whom  have 
had  tragic  deaths,  is  now  living  alone.  Within  two  weeks,  one  little  child  had 
been  scalded  to  death,  the  house  destroyed  by  fire,  and  a  second  child  burned 
to  death.  These  dreadful  calamities  brought  her  to  pray  to  God,  and  she  found 
Jesus  Christ  as  her  own  personal  Saviour.  In  spite  of  small  means  and  a  hus 
band  addicted  to  drink,  she  managed  to  give  each  of  her  children  a  Bible  or 
Testament. 

Last  winter  in  the  evenings,  she  took  up  a  closer  study  of  the  Bible,  and 
was  surprised  and  very  happy  to  find  how  the  Lord  was  enlarging  her  under 
standing  of  His  Word.  She  said  she  could  hardly  bear  to  leave  the  study  of 
her  Bible  for  her  necessary  sleep;  which  reminded  me  of  the  testimony  of  Job, 
"I  have  esteemed  the  words  of  His  mouth  more  than  my  necessary  food." 
When  she  found  I  had  large  print  Bibles,  she  bought  a  good  one,  "to  last 
me  the  rest  of  my  days."  She  is  a  real  rejoicing  saint  of  God  and  a  blessing 
to  meet." 

"One  Saturday  evening  an  interesting  incident  happened  in  A 

Mennonite  widow  wished  to  take  advantage  of  the  opportunity  of  buying  a  low- 
priced  Bible.  On  my  advice  and  her  daughter's  persuasion,  she  bought  a  more 
suitable,  but  more  expensive  book,  saying  she  would  trust  the  Lord  to  make 
the  rest  of  her  week's  money  go  far  enough.  The  following  morning  I  was 
told,  the  Lord  had  already  made  up  the  money,  the  widow  being  given  the 
exact  price  of  the  Bible  by  an  appreciative  tourist,  who  knew  nothing  of  her 
purchase. 

There  is  much  poverty  here.  In  three  cases  where  smaller  print  could  not 
be  read,  I  gave  books  of  Psalms.  For  a  small  girl  who  was  in  a  Toronto 
Hospital  having  a  roof  grafted  in  her  mouth,  I  left  a  small  Bible,  the  print 
of  the  only  Bible  in  the  cabin  or  hut  being  nearly  indecipherable,  the  father 
unemployed." 

"This  month  I  had  the  privilege  of  speaking  on  my  work  as  Colporteur 
in  the  English  Baptist  Church,  Swedish  Baptist,  Faith  Mission  and  to  the 
Ladies  of  the  English  Church.  Have  supplied  each  house  visited  with  Bible 
Society  literature;  also  visited  the  Indian  School.  Besides  distributing  the 
Bible  I  have  had  the  joy  of  reading  same  and  praying  in  homes  where  the 
people  were  unable  to  get  out.  Have  visited  the  jail  where  I  was  permitted,  not 
only  to  distribute  copies  of  Luke's  Gospel,  but  to  speak  to  the  men  and 
tell  them  of  the  love  of  God  as  manifested  in  the  Christ  Who  came  to  die 
for  the  sin  of  the  world.  Many  have  spoken  of  the  help  and  encouragement 
my  short  visit  here  has  meant  to  them." 

"Very  seldom  a  Colporteur  has  the  joy  of  seeing  the  results  of  his  work, 

he  usually  just  sows  the  good  seed  and  passes  on,  but  while  working  in  

I  was  told  by  a  lady  that  what  I  had  said  to  her  eight  years  ago,  while  calling 
with  my  Bibles,  made  her  think  and  finally  led  her  back  to  God.  Another 
said  two  years  ago  I  called  at  her  home  when  she  was  in  trouble  and  was  the 
means  of  bringing  peace  and  comfort  which  she  has  never  forgotten.  Also 
many  others  have  mentioned  the  cheer  and  helpfulness  of  my  calls." 

"This  seems  a  particularly  needy  district  and  many  opportunities  presented 
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for  me  to  give  the  Word.  In  one  modest  little  home  in  the  country  I  found 
an  old  lady  all  by  herself.  She  was  so  glad  that  a  'Bible  Man'  had  called  on 
her  that  after  selling  her  a  large  print  Bible,  I  read  the  Scriptures  and 
prayed  with  the  dear  old  soul,  then  she  asked  me  to  sing  some  hymns.  This 
was  something  new  for  me,  but  looking  to  God  for,  help  I  did  my  best 
and  the  dear  old  lady  seemed  to  be  blessed  in  her  soul  and  asked  the  Col 
porteur  to  come  back  again. 

In  another  place,  rather  large,  where  there  was  a  lonely  old  lady  I 
arranged  a  cottage  meeting  for  her  in  her  home.  All  seemed  to  receive  a 
blessing.  I  also  spoke  in  several  little  school  houses,  the  people  seemed 
hungry  for  the  Word  of  God." 


Colportage  in  Foreign  Lands 

Besides  the  work  of  the  colporteurs  carried  on  within  this  Auxiliary  and 
under  its  control  the  Upper  Canada  Bible  Society  is  directly  interested  in  col- 
portage  work  in  China,  India  and  Korea.  The  auxiliary  is  the  recipient  of 
gifts  from  individuals,  Sunday  Schools  and  other  organizations  designated 
especially  for  colportage  work  in  particular  mission  fields.  Arrangements  can 
be  made  for  a  colporteur  to  be  set  aside  in  a  specified  country,  thereby  forming 
a  personal  link  between  the  donor  and  the  land  in  which  he  is  particularly 
interested.  Personal  reports  are  received  from  these  colporteurs  and  passed  on 
to  those  responsible  for  their  support.  We  commend  this  special  work  to 
those  interested  in  some  particular  mission  field  and  willing  to  undertake  the 
support  of  a  colporteur  for  one  year  or  longer.  The  cost,  between  $60.00  and 
$125.00  yearly,  varies  according  to  the  location  of  the  work.

Rules  of  the  Upper  Canada  Bible  Society 

Under  Which  Grants  are  Made  to 

Schools  and  Missions 


1.  Mission  Churches,  and  Mission  Schools  among 
non-English  speaking  peoples  may,  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Board,  be  allowed  grants  of  Scriptures  either 
free  or  at  Missionary  Rates  subject  to  rule  2.  Missions 
among  English  speaking  peoples  are  not  in  general  to 
be  considered  fit  objects  for  gratuities  of  the  Society. 

2.  All  applications  for  grants  of  Bibles  to  Sunday 
Schools  or  Missions  should  be  made  upon  the  forms 
heretofore  prescribed,  which  will  be  furnished  on  appli 
cation  to  the  Bible  House.  The  applicant  shall  state  the 
condition  of  the  School  or  Mission,    the    number    of 
scholars  and  teachers,  or  of  the  attendants,  as  the  case 
may  be;  the  amount  of  funds  at  the  disposal  of  the 
managers;  who  are  its  officers;  and  why  it  is  necessary 
to  make  such  application.     These  applications  should 
in  every  case  be  certified  by  a  Minister  of  the  Gospel, 
or  some  person  of  known  respectability,  and  endorsed 
by  some  director  or  official  of  the  Bible  Society. 

All  applications  for  grants  are  considered  at  the 
regular  Monthly  Meeting  of  the  Board  on  the  Third 
Tuesday  of  each  month.
